Here a r2w international order 
is being planned. Here the United States is finally making 
up its mind to underwrite the post-war world. 


Of all the great revolutions in human history this is 
the largest in its ultimate effect on the whole human 
family. Yet a stranger would never suspect from the out- 
side look of Washington what is under way. 


This probably is the most luxurious town in the world— 
every public dining room filled at fabulous prices, every bar 
flowing with torrents of liquor, every street packed, every 
taxi cab crammed, every store doiti, more business than 
ever before, everyone with money in his pocket.

Upsurge Of Unsound Optimism 


No wonder that the thoughtleds \ah cannot see through 
this weird facade to the stark shape of America behind it, 
the shape of a nation headed for poverty, the danger of 
economic disaster just a short way off, the awful crisis of a 
war which can be lost before the leaves fall again. 


That is the disquieting thing in Washington and in 
all the United States today—a sudden upsurge of unsound 
optimism, a baseless conviction that the war is all but won 
already, a false dawn. The President sees it and is ap- 
palled. He rebukes the people, tells them that the war will 
be long, but his voice is drowned out by the news of Rus- 
sian victories, by the over-confident war reviews of his 
army and navy and, most of all, by the roar of war activ- 
ity in every workshop of the nation. 


There could be no worse spiritual! preparation for the 
terrible days ahead. There could be nothing better calcu- 
lated to make this country rest on its oars, to resist the sac- 
rifices that are only « few weeks off. American people, 
as their President grimly observes, must be up or down, in a 
peak of optimism or in the depths of gloom. Today they are 
on the peak. Tomorrow they may uw. in the depths again. 

Tomorrow the news may be bad. The Germans, in the 
opinion of the most thoughtful observers here, have yet to 
unloose their main force. The Russians may well have to 
yield much ground before the summer is over. The Japan- 
ese are still advancing. '

Diplomat Liner 
Reaches States 


JERSEY CITY, N.J.. June 1.—(AP) 

—The Swedish diplomatic liner 
Drottningholm brought its first 
batch of 908 passengers, including 
diplomats, newspaper reporters and 
citizens of the American republics 
safely home from Europe today. 
: Ship's officers said three Axis 
submarines were sighted on the 10- 
day trip from Lisbon, but that 
Capt. Sigfrid Ericsson, the skipper, 
did not tell the passengers for fear 
of alarming them. The ship's itine- 
rary had been given in advance to 
all the belligerents. 

Admiral William D. Leahy was 
the first to leave the ship, accom- 
panying the body of his wife who 
died while he was United States 
ambassador to Vichy. 

Of the 908 passengers, 169 were 
U.S. diplomats, 185 Latin American 
diplomats and 573 were USS. citi- 
zens. There were nationals of 33 
countries as well as 19 stateless per-

German City Left 


Blazing Ruin After 
Big R.A.F. Assault 


LONDON, June 1.—(CP)—Airmen returning from reconnais- 
sance flights today said the smoke pall still was so dense over 
Cologne they were unable to photograph the results of Saturday 
night's 1,000-plane raid on the Rhineland industrial city,

LONDON, June 1—(AP)—Germany can be knocked 
out of the war by fall, crushed by huge fleets of British and 
American bombers, air experts predicted today as the Ger- 
man city of Cologne lay in flaming ruin under the most de- 
vastating air raid in history. 


When the R.A.F. sent more than 1,000 bombers with 
the greatest weight of steel and explosives ever borne on 
wings into the Rhineland Saturday night, these sources 
declared, its fliers heralded not only an eventual invasion 
of Hitler’s Europe but also the systematic destruction of 
his war machine, city by city, factory by factory. 


More than 1,000 Canadian airmen—four squadrons of 
the Royal Canadian Air Force and hundreds of other Cana- 
dians in the R.A.F.—took part in the aerial smash. It was 
the 107th raid on Cologne. 


Never Has Been Comparable Blaze 


The R.C.A.F. bombing squadrons were commanded by 
Wing Commanders D. A. R. Bradshaw of London, Ont.; 
Johnny Fulton of Kamloops, B.C.; Johnny Fauquier of Ot- 
tawa and A. C. P. Clayton of Vancouver, 


The Canadians, returning to thelr bases, agreed there 
had never been a blaze comparable with the one they had 
left behind them. Sqdn. Ldr. Len Fraser of Winnipeg, a 
veteran bomber, called the raid ‘‘a piece of cake”. 


Of such magnitude was the raid that only a masterwork 
or organization, with the bombers swarming over their tar- 
gets at six-second intervals, made it possible. 


Figures Tell Of Paralyzing Might 


Its paralyzing might was told in astronomical figures: 
Three-fourths of Cologne was on fire and under a three- 
mile-high pall of smoke. 


More than 1,000 bombers roared over their German 
targets in Cologne, and elsewhere in the Rhineland and 
Ruhr Valley in a 90-minute procession of death and de- 
struction. 


Perhaps 1,250 planes in all, including the bombers’ pro- 
tective fighter escort, was the greatest aerial armada ever 
put into the skies at one time. 


Drop 6,000,000 Pounds Of Bombs 


Six million pounds of bombs were dropped. Twice the 
number of planes and four times the weight of explosive and 
incendiary bombs that ever were dumped on Britain in a 


single night, even at the height of the German air assault, 
were used, 


Six thousand airmen took part in the single, intricate- 
ly co-ordinated air attack and it was estimated 100,000 
men in ground crews at home sent the planes off from 


Nazi Measures 


Even the Germans admitted 
“great damage” to Cologne, their 
fifth largest city, although the Ber- 
lin radio scoffed at the British an- 
nouncement of the scope of the 
attack, quoting Nazi military 
sources as claiming only “about 70” 
planes took part. 

LOSE 44 PLANES 
The British losses were 44 planes, 


picked off by 500 anti-aircraft guns 
and many night fighter squadrons, 


On the basis of British reports 
that the R.A.F. used 1.250 planes 


in all, this was'a loss of less than , 


four per cent—compared with the 
10 per cent generally mentioned 
as the maximum losses which still 
would mark a raid as a success. 

Only Berlin, Vienna, Hamburg 
and Munich surpass Cologne in size 
within greater Germany. Beside 
being an important manufacturing 
centre of 768,000 population in the 
heart of a great German industrial 
region, Cologne also is a great 
Rhine river port and the hub of rail 
lines connecting Germany and 
France. 


HERALDS MORE RAIDS 

Though one ponderous blow vir- 
tually had flattened a great Ger- 
man city, the raid’s significance lay 
for British authorities in the vision 
it raised of more, and worse, to 
come for the enemy. 

Prime Minister Churchill pictured 
the Cologne attack as part of a 
master strategy rather than an 
isolated achievement.

Despatches from Ottawa 
without any official confirmation, that the 
proposal is being considered to build a 
pipe line from the Ft. Norman oil wells to 
Whitehorse. War conditions may forbid 
information on the subject being given out, 
whether or not there is any likelihood of 
the project being undertaken at present. 
What may be taken as quite certain is 
that sooner or later these fuel resources 
will be brought into use, whether by that 
or some other means. 

From Ft. Norman to Whitehorse is 
given as 460 miles. It is not a country 
through which construction would be 
either easy or cheap. But the cost of get- 
ting oil to market is no longer a barrier, 
in peace or war. The pipe line from Meso- 
potamia to the Mediterranean seaboard 
is longer than that. Given demand and 
supplies, the gap can be bridged. And the 
post-war demand for oil will undoubtedly 
be greater, and will increase more rapidly, 
than the pre-war demand. 


Canada Must Expect Them Too 


When Mr. Stimson said the other day 
at Washington that a revenge raid on the 
United States must be expected as a re- 
turn blow for the raid on Japanese centres 
he was expressing what must be taken to 
be the view of the United States military 
chiefs. With which view the military auth- 
orities in Canada are no doubt agreed, and 
to which possibility they are bound to give 
equal attention. 

Canada’s western coast is within easier 
reach from Japanese ports than the coast 
of the United States. If the coastal centres 
of the Republic are liable to attack, the 
coastal centres of the Dominion are equally 
so. And since both countries are at war 
with Japan, a blow to either would be a 
blow to both. To suppose the enemy would 
bomb United States cities but treat Can- 
adian cities with immunity is absurd. 

No such discrimination on the part of 
the enemy is counted on. The calling of 
more Canadian reserve units into active 
service is the proper, and the only proper, 
course in the circumstances. Wherever the 
enemy strikes along the western coast 
there must be men and guns to bring down 
his planes and deal effectively with nuis- 
ance landing parties. That coast from end 
to end is now a prospective combat zone. 


The Battle For Baku 


At the end of ten days the furious 
counter-thrust of the Nazi forces in the 
Izyum-Barvenkova region had made ‘no 
Substantial changes” in the situation on 
the Kharkov sector, according to Moscow 
reports which were not countered by 
claims at Berlin. The city still remained 
in enemy hands, but still within range of 
the Russian batteries as it was a week 
ago, while Red communiques confidently 
declared that Nazi attempts to cross the 
Donets river to the east and cut into the 
Russian flank were “weakening.” 

If it is true, as reported in a Berlin 
broadcast, that Herr Hitler has taken per- 
sonal charge of the operations in that area, 
it is probably also true that von Brauch- 
itsch has been locked up. The General has 
no high opinion of the qualities of the 
Fuehrer as a strategist, for which offense 
he was sent into retirement last fall. The 
plans which have culminated in the battle 
around Kharkov were plans formulated by 
Hitler during his regime as generalissimo 
last winter. Von Brauchitsch probably 
took occasion to say so when the plans 
began to go wrong and the big offensive 
didn't get anywhere. 

The battle is not over yet. It may not 
be over for weeks. Both sides have ample 
reserves and have thrown them into the 
struggle as needed. The Russians have the 
advantage, however, that if they only hold 
the lines there Hitler hardly dare Jaunch 
his much advertised drive past Kharkov 
toward the Caucasus; and at the end of 
ten days Berlin did not dispute that they 
were holding as tenaciously as ever. 

The battle on the Kharkov sector is a 
battle for the oil fields seven hundred 
miles away. 


Put Farming On A War Footing 


In the current monthly letter of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce appears this 
thought-provoking statement: ‘Generally 
the disruption in world agricultural trade, 
an ever-increasing demand for foodstuffs, 
domestic supply deficiencies in many coun- 
tries—notably in Europe, which formerly 
imported part of its requirements from 
surplus areas—have led to patriotic ap- 
peals and government aid and control on 
Such a vast scale by the belligerents as to 
make output and distribution of farm pro- 
duce as much a war effort as the mobiliza- 
tion of industry for armament purposes.” 

That is true. And, since farm produc- 
tion is a vital part of the war effort, it is 
neither fair nor practicable that the farm- 
er should be left to carry on without aid if 
and where it is needed. The utter disrup- 
tion of world trade has put the farmers of 
western Canada in an impossible position. 
They cannot, generally, get enough for 
their products to keep them tn business, 
and are carrying on at a loss—which they 
simply cannot do indefinitely. 

When ft became necessary to turn out 
armament in Canada at a rate never before 


indicate, 
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dreamed of, private enterprise could not 
finance the new factories that were re- 
quired, nor take the risk of plunging into 
a kind of production that is bound to end 
suddenly and might end long before their 
factorics had earned enough to make the 
investment safe. The Government stepped 
into the picture and—as part of the war 
effort—has advanced hundreds of millions 
of dollars for new munitions plants, whjch 
the industrialists operate at a fixed rate of 
profit and without risk to themselves. 

Something similar, in general effect 
though not in detail, will have to be done 
in:respect to agriculture. The farmer can- 
not carry his part of the war effort un- 
aided, any more than the industrialist 
could carry his. One way or another, the 
Government will have to bolster farm-pro- 
duction as it is bolstering armament-pro- 
duction. y 


School children at Innisfail filled the 
basement of the school house with old 
automobile tires, nearly 600 of them; and 
a large assortment of other rubber arti- 
cles.

If the taxpayers 
felt the strain of paying, the- enemy will 
feel the result of the spending, in a more 
distressing way. And there is that much 
less war money on which we shall have to 
pay interest when st fighting is over. 


Mr. Rene Chaloult, member of the Que- 
bec legislature, thinks he is being perse- 
cuted. Because, having made a speech 
which the lawyers in the department of 
justice claim to be in defiance of the De- 
fence of Canada regulations, he is to be 
proceeded against in the courts. What 
other course could be taken, with any pre- 
tence at enforcing the regulations im- 
partially, he has omitted to explain. His 
idea apparently is that a member of a 
legislature should be allowed to metaphori- 
cally pull down the flag if he wants to.

Pessimistic Way 


It seems to me that most peo- 
ple think today that the pessim- 
istic way of reckoning is the 
safer one. So our government 
prepares us for setbacks and en- 
durance, And it is well to do so 
if there are the slightest signs 
of relaxation. If, for instance, 
some industrialists are figuring 
that the war will be short and 
they had better begin planning 
for the outbreak of pegce and rig 
their industries to business as 
usual, they need to be admonish- 
ed sharply. But there is no rea- 
son for treating the whole people 
as children because of such 
would-be chiselers, 


Looking at the situation, 
neither optimistically nor pessim- 


obvious that the United Nations 
all together are stronger than 


they ever have been and that| we st 


Germany, at least, is weaker than 
she has been, This does not even 
depend upon the battle of Khar- 
kov. It is an estimation going far 
beyond that battle. 

And after having heard a 
cheerful declaration of Churchill 
and a saNguine statement from 
Mr. Hull, what can be accom- 
plished by the warning that 
things, after all, are pretty black?

Born Jan. 31, 1888 at Lyndhurst, 
Hampshire, England, he was edu- 
cated at Richmond, New York, and 
Ontario Agricultural college at 
Guelph. On Oct. 5, 1912, he married 
Elizabeth A. McCulloch of Ottawa. 

Mr, Ennismore began his business 
career at New York, in 1909 with 
Petrie and Petrie, produce brokers, 
later working with Matthews Black- 
well, in Ottawa, now Canada 
Packers. 

In September, 1918, he entered 
the governinent service on his re- 
turn from overseas, being trans- 
ferred to Edmonton in 1920.

HAMILTON, Ont, June 1.—(CP) 
A service of 
laymen and ministers was suggested 
in a memorial to the general coun- 
|cil adopted at the concluding ses- 
Saturday of the 18th annual 
meeting of the Hamilton Conference 
of the United Church of Canada 

The memorial adopted asked the 
general council to “declare a state 
of national emergency and to set up 
a commission to put into effect at 
the earliest possible date, a na- 
tional selective service’ of laymen 
and ministers, to provide men.

The bursa is a small sac with 
lubricating fluid inside of it. It is 
so placed between the hard bone 
and the tendon so as to act as a 
cushion, enabling the tendon mov- 
ing the toe to slip easily over the 
bone without pressure. There are 
a large number of such bursae in 
the body and ordinarily when one, 
of them becomes inflamed, we call 
the condition a bursitis. However, | 
when this particular bursa at the 
big toe joint becomes inflamed, it 
is popularly called a bution. 

The bursa may become injured 
through wearing a tightly fitted 
shoe, through dropping something | 
on the foot, or by a blow. Such 
injury is commonly followed by in- 
flammation. The tight shoe does, 
the damage because the rubbing of 
the foot against the shoe induces 
sufficient pressure to cause a bun-| 
ion to result. |
